Heroes Who Gave 


Homeward-bound 


Guarded a Sentinel and 
by Old Glory,” Coffins 
of Beloved Ones Going 
to Last Resting Place in 
Dixie.

Homeward bound! 
. In the car stood a lone sentinel, 
garbed in the khaki of our army. 
Beneath his watchful gaze were 
twenty-five coffins, draped in the 
honoring folds of Old Glory, ranged 


of the baggage coach that rolled 
into the shed of the Terminal sta- 
tion Friday afternoon. The first of 
the heroes who gave their utmost 
in the cause that made and won 
the world war—they are homeward 
bound. 


Just a brief stay in Atlanta—the 
parents of one of the lads live in 
East Point—while transfers could 
be made, and while each of the cas- 
kets could be provided with a pick- 
ed man of the Fifth division as an 
escort, and the last leg of their 
homeward trip was begun. 

There were no bands to play for 
them, no cheering crowds hailed 
them welcome, no loud clamor of 
praise was theirs, but they were not 
unhonored. Every respectful and si- 
lent tribute that could have been 
theirs in the grim passage has been 
given. From the time they were 
boarded on a rattling little railway 
car in France, unloaded and reload- 
ed at some busy port, landed at the 
Hoboken which was always Ameri- 
ean for home, loaded again on fast | 
trains, bound for home and those | 
who wait and love, they have been 
honorably cared for—with the flag 
and the sentinel to guard. 

They are the southerners_ from 
among that firet shipload which ar- 
rived in the New York harbor a few 
days ago. Thore are those whose 
final resting place will be in Texas, 
one of them will find a churchyard 
in South Carolina, another in Louis- 
iana; Georgia’s, Florida’s and Mis- 
sissippi's sons are there. | 

From Atlanta they were sent to 
their individual homes, each with 
the sentry, each with the flag. 
When the homes are reached, it may 
be that a mother will cherish the 
flag, it may be that a father win 
kéep it with a father’s tender mem- 
ories, or it may be that both win 
Prise it as a symbol of magalficent 
pride in sacrifice. The flag is for 
the family’s disposal. 

Through the whole journey, say 
the attendants, the entployees of 
the railroad and those with whom 
contact has been made have made 
every effort to expedite the home- 
ward journey of the dead heroes. 
Immediately after the Seaboard Air 
Line train stopped in the station at 

3:50 Friday afternoon, quiet and et- 
ficient transfer of the Hedies to the 
Union station, or to other trains in 
the Terminal began, and in 4 few 
hours the transfer was complete. 

Today trains are being met. Cor- 
teges have already wound in the 
early hours of the morning from 
emall stations to modest homes; 
perhaps biers have been prepared 
in the sumptuous homes of the 
rich; but no matter all that, the 
dream of heroes have been realized, 
and they are homeward bound.

Labor Board to Announce 
Award on Wage De- 
mands Next Tuesday. 
On Decision Depends 
‘Whether or Not There 
Will Be a General Strike.

Chicago, July 16.— The eyes of 
two million railroad workers will 
turn towards Chicago next Tuesday. 

At 9 a. m. on that day the Unit- 
ed States labor board will announce 


in rows, the sadly splendid cargo pits award on the demands of the 


2,000,000 men for wage 
aggregating 31. 100,000,000. 

The award announcement will 
climax eighteen months of increas- 
ingly insistent. demands by the 
railroad men. The “outlaw” strike 
last April, which paralyzed trans- 
portation in Chicago and New York, 
and, in ‘lesser degree, in other im- 
portant railroad centers, was de- 
Clared by brotherhood officials to 
be due to a delay in the granting of 
the wage increases. Scores of small- 
er strikes in various parts of the 
country have been attributed to She 
same cause. 

On the decision of the brother- 
hood officials after the award is 
made public will depend whether 
the general strike threat, hinted at 
from time to time, is to be definite- 
ly ended, or whether a widespread 
walkout will result. 

“Substantial” Increases. 

The award would give practically 
all of the men a “substantial” in- 
crease, it was declared today by G. 


W. Hanger, representing the board. 
He said that forecasts placing the 
average award at approximately 20 
per cent. were without foundation. 

“The board could not state def- 
initely what fhe percentages of in- 
crease will be,” he said. “They will 
be substantial, and, in the opinion 
of the board, just. * 

They represent the result of 
months of painstaking labor by the 
board. They will be based on all 
conditions affecting the kind of 
labor involved, what the requests 
are, the arguments pro and con be- 
fore the board, the increases grant- 
ed by the government railroad ad- 
ministration ‘effective December 1 
and January. 1, 1919/ the. hazards. of

Only Wages to Be Decided. 

The award would not decide the 
question of working conditions, 
hours and the overtime controver- 
it was declared. Neither will 
it take up the wage damands of 
workers on the small railroads, 
known as short lines. It will be 
devoted solely to new wage sched- 
ules on Class A railroads. 

“As the Class A frailroads em- 
ploy 95 per cent of all the railroad 
workers in America, the award to 
be handed ddwn Tuesday will et- 
fect practically all of the railroad 
men of all elasses,” said Hanger. 
“The questions of working condi- 
tions and overtime will be taken 
up at another hearing. As condi- 
tions are different on practically 
every railroad, and will require a 
long time to adequately pass on, it 
was thought best to get the wage 
question out of the way first.” 

Two hundred different classes of 
railroad labor will be considered in 
the award. The wage increases in 
the majority of these classes will 
be different from any other, ac- 
cording to the kind of labor in- 
volved, and the cost of living in 
different parts of the country. 

“The scales will vary for men in 
the same classes,” said Hanger. 
“Trackmen employed in the city 
yards, for example, will get more 
than a trackman in a small com- 
munity where living costs are 
lower.” 


Brotherhood Officials Waiting. 


The brotherhood officials and 
heads of local unions will meet here 
Monday and await the award and 
pass on it.

| standing in the way of acceptance by 
the Germans ot the allied terms was 
the clause’ providing for the occu- 
pation of the Ruhr valley unless 
the coal deliveries reached a total 
Of 6,009,000..tons.by.October 15. 
Dr. Walter Simons, German for- 
eign minister, told his colleagues 
when they met to confer over the 
allied conditions that this subject 
had not been mentioned during ‘his 
conversation with Ptemiers- Lloyd- 
George and Millerand yesterday, 
when a verbal agreement had been 
reached. The Germans, it appears, 
were greatly annoyed to find it in 
the text of the terms handed them 
in the note of last night. 

This afternoon, so far apart were 
the different factions of the Ger- 
man delegation, Fehrenbach and 
Von Simons were forced to send 
their secretaries to thé allied pre- 
miers'to request a postponement of 
the conference that was to have 
been held, for several hours, until 
an agreement could be reached. The 
postponement was granted, and the 
Germans were told to be on hand 
at 4 o'clock. 

Once more it was reported that 
the Germans had refused to eign 
the new terms laid down byt al- 
lies, and that they had been t at- 
ened with the oecupation of the 
Ruhr district in the event of tieir 
failure to deliver six million\ ons 
before November 1.

Los Angeles, Cal., July 16.— Four 
severe earthquakes here today 
threw the city and its suburbs into 
excitement, indirectly caused a 
number of injuries to men, women 
and children and slightly damaged 
several buildings, chiefly old ones, 
but rione.to a great extent. 

While the shocks seemed to cen- 
ter in Los Angeles, some of them 
were felt more than thirty miles 
away, but, as in this city, no ma- 
terial damage was reported. 

An unusually warm morning pro- 
duced from some citizens the re- 
mark “good earthquake weather.” 
It was said in jest, and none was 
more surprised than those who 
made-the remark when the first 
tremor came at 10:10 in the morn- 
ing. 

It felt much as does the sudden 
stopping of a street car, operated 
by an inexperienced motorman, only 
that the tremor produced the un- 
pleasant sensation multiplied many 
times. 

Excitement, in many cases hys- - 
terical, followed the first shock, 
and had hardly been calmed when 
at 1:27 in the afternoon came the 
second, followed two minutes later .

The two in the afterhoon were 
sharper than that of the morning, 
and the agitation of the citizens’: 
became prolonged. It was some 
time afterwards before it was a 
case of “business as usual,” 

Public places were scenes of near 
panic, some people running for the 
open air, some fainting, some stop- 
Ping to pray. Many gathered at 
street intersections waiting to see 
what would happen. Others who 
felt they must be on their way 
walked down the middle of the 
streets with watchful eyes on the 
buildings, Many sought Pershing 
square, in the heart of the down- 
town district, as a sanctuary. 

Mortar was jarred from brick 
walls and plaster from cellings; 
Cracks appeared in some of the 
older structures, a water main was 
broken, a few copings and chim- 
neys fell, part of an embankment 
collapsed, throwing dirt and brick 
into the street, and plate-glass wine 
dows in some of the downtown de- 
partment stores were broken.

The statement made in the moru- 
ing paper that the census figure re- 
veals the fact that there are 7,510 
more women in Atlanta than there 
are men, adds to the responsibiilty 


of Atlanta women to apply their| p 


rights of citizenship. Of this extra 
number, there is the proportion who 
will have the right to vote, and they 
should be reached with the message 
that they must register before July 
20 if they vote in the white pri- 
The weakness in the organizéd et- 
fort of women so far in this commu- 
nity, as in many others, is that even 
with all the organizations there are. 
and aH the activities of women, I 
question whether the average wom- 
an has yet ever been reached with 


any message. It is only when the 


average woman is reached, and reg- 
‘isters and votes, that woman’s real 
strength in the community will be 


tested. 

It would be interesting, therefore 
as well as directly helpful, if the 
organized women of Atlanta, by some 
method, could get this message to 
the women of every ward; that ths 
time left to them to register is 
short, and that they will have to 
register in order to vote. ; 

Good women meet each other in 
their clubs, reading circles and teas, 
and every one of them declares she 
is going to register and vote. These 
Same groups meet and pledge them- 
selvesto thecode of good citizen- 
ship, but do they not realize that 
though they are representative 
women they do not represent all

To Georgians and citizens of the 
southeast in general there is both 
warning and encouragement in the 
cattle situation in the west—a‘ sit- 
uation that has inspired numerous 
observant prognosticators to pre- 
dict a beef famine” within the 
next few years. 


Recently prices of meat took a

out cause that was apparent to the 
consumers who live remote from 
the sources of supply. 

The rise was taken philosphically

Others say it 
means that for the next ten years 
there will be such a shortage ag to

NEW REVOLUTION 
BREWS IN MEXICO 


General Gonzalez, Said to 

. Be Leader, Under Arrest. 
Draft of Revolutionary 
Plan Is Found. 


Mexico City, July 15.—General 
Pablo GonZalez, former candidate 
for the presidency, and alleged lead- 
er of the abortive revolution in 
the state of Nuevo Leon, whose 
capture was reported today, will 
be placed on trial immediately, ac- 
cording to official announcement. 
The government has appointed Gen- 
erals Francisco Coba. of Saltillo; 
Enrique Estrada, of Zacatecas, and 
Joaquin Amaro, of Torreon, as 
members of the court, according to 


the newspaper Excelsior. 


Suspicion on the part of gov- 
ernment authorities was aroused by 
General Gonzalez’s refusal to pub- 
licly ger 0 the*uprisings led by 
several military leaders in Nuevo 
Leon, the general claiming the re- 
bellious chiefs were his personal 
friends. A dispatch to the Heraldo 
Says supporters of General Gonza- 
lez’s protest against the government 
holding him in solitary confine- 
ment. 

A draft of a plan of revolution 
providing for the ousting of all 
government departments function- 
ing at present was found in the 
pocket of General Carlos Garcia, 
chief of staff to General Gonzalez, 
according to a message to the secre- 
tary of war, says the Heraldo. 

For New President. 

The project calls for the appoint- 
ment of a new provisional president 
by congress when three-fourths of 
the states and Mexico City are con- 
trolled by the newy regime. Fre- 
quent reference is made to thé “su- 


it is said. a 

After declaring there can be no 
recognition of present federal, state 
and municipal governments, the al- 
leged plan says the supreme chief 
will provisionally name governors 
of the various states occupied by 
“the liberal revolutionary army” 
and that these governors will name 
judicial officers and city councils, 
pending legal elections. 

General Trevino is said to believe 
this pian was to be followed by all 
leaders opposing the present gov- 
ernment. He is also quoted as say- 
ing he believes General Jose Santos. 
who has been reported arrested with 
General Gonzalez, is guiltless of 
rebellion, but is a victim of per- 
sonal spite on the part of enemies. 

General Gonzalez has been a 
prominent figure in Mexican mili- 
tary affairs for several years. In 
the revolt against President Diaz 
he took an active part and later 
was a military leader under Provi- 
sional President Madero. He join- 
ed Carranza in the latter’s revolt 
against President Huerta. 
REBELS. WATCHED 
FOR NEXT MOVE. 

Laredo, Texas, July 16.—Specula- 
tion was rife here today ag to the 
next move of a force of rebels which 
yesterday attacked Nuevo Laredo, 
the Mexican town opposite Laredo, 
and was driven off with casualties. 

Since their repulse no word had 
been received here as to the where- 
abouts of the band, said to number 
about 300 men, but local observers 
were of the opihion that another at- 
tack would not be attempted. 

American army officials were 
watching the situation closely. Un- 
officially, it was said, eight or ten 
federal soldiers and one or more 
rebels had been killed. 


Bishop Thomas Gailor 
Preaches From Rulpit 
Of Westminster Abbey 


London, July 16.—Westminster 
abbey was packed today for a serv- 
ice of thanksgiving in connection 
with the society for the propaga- 
tion of the gospel, at which the 
Right Rev. Thomas’ Gaflor, of 
Memphis, Episcopal bishop of Ten- 
nessee, preached the sermon. The 
service was arranged for Ameri- 
cans resident and visiting London 
on the occasion of the sixth Lam- 
beth conference. The dean of West- 
minster abbey officiated, read the 
lesson and pronounced the blessing 
after a procession in which fifty 
robed bishops participated. 

Bishop Gailor before the sermon 
offered a prayer of thankfulness 
for the spread of the gospel and 
appealed for unity among the Eng- 
lish-speaking peoples. During his 
sermon, Dr. Gailor said the Epis- 
copal Church of America was 
faithful to the principles of family 
tradition and was proud to be the 
daughter of the Chureh of England. 
He could not use language too 
strong. he declared, to express the 
gratitude which American churck- 
men feel for the work of the so- 
society for the. propagation of the 
ospel. Americans were strongly 
interested in the continuance and 
extension of the splendid service it 
was rendering to the cause of the 
Christian missions. 

“We Americans.” continued Dr. 
Gailor, “may justly believe that the 
appeal of the Christian missions and 
the interest we have shown in them 
have reacted in a bilegsing on our 
national life.” 


AUSTRIA UNLOADS 
“REDS” ON RUSSIA
